Tue London Economist has been publishing a series 
of articles which would seem to puncture the popular 
expectation of an enormously increased production of 
gold in South Africa at the close of the British-Boer 
war. These articles declare in substance that the 
Transvaal has been prospected over and over again 
from one end to the other, and that no profitable, patch- 
es of ore are known to exist there which have not been 
already worked for years. Before the war the mining 
industry in South Africa was not languishing, but was 
worked at full pressure. The rich mines were then 
making as big profits as they ever did, and the poor 
mines were doing just as well as poor mines did in 
any other country. All the ground of any real value 
was developed, and there were no districts which the 
Boer government refused to throw open or to allow 
to be operated. 


Tue chief reduction in our exports, according to 
Mr. Austin, chief of the Bureau of Treasury Statistics, 
can be traced to the destruction of our corn crop by 
the drouth of last year. Corn has become so important 
a factor in our export trade, both in its natural state 
and in the condensed form of beef and pork, that a 
loss of one-fourth or one-third of the enormous crop 
means a great reduction in the surplus. In the last 
four years the exportation of corn has averaged about 
200,000,000 bushels per annum. In the present fiscal 
vear it will not amount to one-fifth of that quantity. 
In the nine months ending with March, 1902, the ex- 
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portation of corn amounted to only 24 million bushels, 
against 145 million bushels in the corresponding 
months of last year. The value of the corn meal ex- 
ported in the past nine months was but 15 million dol- 
lars, against 68 millions in the corresponding months 
of the preceding year.

this week, there being a goodly number of manufac- 
turers in attendance. The annual address of Pres. 
Theodore C. Search of Philadelphia was quite exhaus- 
tive and covered many points of deep interest to the 
business world. He wisely urged manufacturers not 
to neglect their foreign customers in this era of extra- 
ordinary home demand, lest in times of depression they 
sheuld find their foreign trade destroyed and no ex- 
port outlets for the surplus of an overstocked home 
merket. 

Reciprocity formed one of the chief topics of the 
report and the work of the National Reciprocity Con- 
vention, which was held in Washington last November 
un.ler the auspices of the association, was reviewed at 
cength. With regard to the proposition to create a new 
federal department, gratification was expressed at the 
progress that had been made towards the passage of 
the Nelson. Bill, and more energetic personal support 
of the measure by the individual members of the asso- 
ciation was strongly urged. Concerning Isthmian canal 
projects, Mr. Search took the position that the people 
really cared but little whether the Panama or the 
Nicaragua route should be chosen, so long as some 
decisive action should be taken by Congress which 
would advance the matter to the point of actual under- 
taking of the construction of an interoceanic waterway. 
The pending bills for the reorganization of the con- 
su.ar service on practical business lines were recom- 
mended for approval by the association. 

\ttention of the association was directed to the pend- 
ing eight-hour bill and the “anti-injunction bill,” both 
of which Mr. Search said very gravely concerned the 
interests of the manufacturers of the country, and 
should not be permitted to become laws without having 
been most carefully considered in their bearing upon 
manufacturing interests. What had been done during 
the year to protect members against the imposition of 
unconstitutional taxes and license fees under the for- 
eign corporation laws of the various states was report- 
ed and members were recommended to resist such 
discriminating and unjust demands. The appoint- 
ment of a permanent Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce Law was recommended as a means of aiding the 
movement to secure desired amendments of that Act. 

Commercial education was discussed at considerable 
length, and Mr. Search recommended that the associa- 
tion should consider the feasibility of organizing a 
system of examination and certification of commercial 
students upon their completion of prescribed courses 
of study, or the establishment of correspondence 
courses of instruction as alternative plans to meet the 
prevailing desire for larger facilities for instruction in 
practical business methods, more particularly those 
entering into international trade.

Tue Kansas City Retail Merchants’ Association of 
Kansas City, Mo., have raised their initiation fee from 
$3 to $10 per year. I am very glad to note this recog- 
nition of the value of a local mercantile association. I 
believe the time is coming when a retail hardware deal- 
er will consider himself lucky to be able to join a state 
hardware association by an annual payment of $15 or 
$20. 

As these associations grow in strength, and can do 
more to protect their membership against the encroach- 
ments of illegitimate competition the value of a mem- 
bership will certainly increase. It will not be long 
before a sale from jobber direct to consumer will be 
so unusual as to cause general surprise provided the 
present rate of association progress is kept up. When 
the individual retailer is absolutely assured of protec- 
tion like this he will gladly pay ten times the dues he 
too often grudgingly gives to-day. And this is only 
one phase of the protection the dealer will receive as 
retail organization become more and more perfected. 


* * * 


THERE must be some subtle affinity between hard- 
ware and politics, as many hardware dealers have tak- 
en a prominent part in political life. Hardware men 
who have had experience in winning out delegates and 
doing active service in party ranks have as‘a rule 
proven very helpful members of distinctive hardware 
organizations as they have carried into the associa- 
tion movement, the same organizing ability that has 
carried them to the front politically. Several hardware 
men have been active in Chicago politics, among them 
being James Nye, of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co.; Ex-Alderman William Mangler, formerly with 
Adams & Westlake, and Ex. Ald. Henry Stuckart, 
whose hardware store on Archer avenue is one of 
the leading establishments in the southwestern part of 
the city. I note by one of the daily papers that Den- 
nis J. McLaughlin, whose services both to the Chicago 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association and the Illinois 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association have been in- 
valuable at all stages of the movement, has just been 
appointed one of the two committeemen of the Com- 
mittee of Political Action of the County Democracy 
for the Fifth Illinois Congressional District. 

Andrew Noll of Chilton, Wis., the father of the Wis- 
consin Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, has for 
a number of years been County Central Committee- 
man in his bailiwick for either the Republicans or Dem- 
ocrats, I forget which, and has proven signally success- 
ful as a vote getter for his party. In the western part 
of the state there is D. D. James of Richland Center, 
who has distinguished himself in the past as a Badger 
solon and could go back to Madison any time he de- 
desired the honor. 

Over in Gopherdom one finds A. T. Stebbins one 
of the Executive Committeemen of the Minnesota Re- 
tail Hardware Dealers’ Association, who has a very 
extensive hardware store at Rochester, occupying a 
prominent part in the councils of his party. As a mem- 


‘ ber of the State Senate of that commonwealth he has 


rendered the mercantile world most effective service. 
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I may be mistaken, but I believe that T. Caley of the 
Caley Hardware Co., Princeton, Minn., is also mayor 
of that prosperous little city. State Senator Penrose of 
Tama, Ia., has been a loyal and devoted member of 
the Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, and 
has served as its vice-president in the past, and W. A. 
McIntire of Ottumwa, Ia., who was unanimously re- 
elected president of this association about a month ago, 
is one of the leading state senators in Iowa. 

This list of hardware men who take an interest in 
politics is only a hasty skirmish over the field. There 
are doubtless hundreds of others fully as prominent 
as those I have named whose names will be recalled by 
our readers. Right here I wish to say that every hard- 
ware dealer should rejoice that his trade has been so 
ably represented among our western law-makers and 
shoula see to it that more hardware men are elected 
as members of state legislatures, aldermen, etc.

Tue brainy men back of the hardware jobbing mer- 
ger are evidently of the opinion, judging from their 
actions, that it takes about $120,000,000 to go into 
the hardware business properly. A leading Indiana 
retail hardware dealer takes a different view of the 
matter, as he says that “the capital required in a stock 
of hardware to-day is less than half that demanded for 
an equal stock some twenty-five years ago. The de- 
cline in prices has been steady, and while the neces- 
sity of carrying more diversified stock has grown the 
rapid transportation possibly enables the stock in any 
one line to be lessened in quantity in about the same 
proportion. But the decline in the price of staple hard- 
ware has been steady and large.”

I UNDERSTAND that the city of Cleveland is making 
goo-goo eyes at the 1903 convention of the National 
Association of Stove Manufacturers. 

This convention is overdue for western territory, 
any way, as it has been dallying in Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston and other eastern cities for many moons 
past. 

Among western cities Chicago, Cincinnati and De- 
troit have all had a chance to give stove men the glad 
hand within the past ten years, so it would appear to 
be Cleveland’s turn if she desires it. The Forest City 
isn’t a bit shy when it comes to references, either. It 
can present highly eulogistic letters on her neat ap- 
pearance and willingness to work in entertaining dele- 
gates from every convention that has come her way. 

It is easy to go to Cleveland. Both express and ac- 
commodation trains stop there. Its hotels have a 
national reputation for excellence of cuisine, mag- 
nificence of appointments and the deftness of their 
white aproned fraternity in the concoction of beverages 
that tickle the throat all the way down and transform 
pessimists into optimists. 

The average Clevelander is thoroughly stuck on his 
beautiful city with its parks and monuments and fine 
streets and firmly believes that it comes nearer being 
Heaven on earth than any other terrestrial spot. Conse- 
quently his heart expands towards every visitor and 
he acts towards him so that he will look back to his 
visit to the Forest City as the oasis in a misspent life— 
for does not the man wlio spends his days in Chicago 








smoke or New York crowds when he could reside in 
Cleveland waste his life? 

If the Cleveland stove men want the convention 
they'll get it all right. In the first place every man who 
has never been to Cleveland, has heard so much about 
it that he wants to verify his suspicions and the man 
who has been there once has such a pleasant recollec- 
tion of his former visit there that he wants to do it all 
over again. 

In the second place the Cleveland stove men are 
hustlers of the Davy Crockett stripe and if they once 
get their fire arms pointed in the direction of the stove 
convention coon, that sagacious beast will recognize the 
futility of resistance and come down promptly. 

In the third place, Cleveland would appear to be the 
logical meeting place for this convention, as it is cer- 
tainly due in the west for 1903 and it is evidently 
Cleveland’s turn for the honor. 


“Now that the hardware combine is about to go into 
effect, interest in the details of the hardware trade is 
becoming intense,” said a leading hardware dealer the 
other day. 

“To begin with, no young man can learn the hard- 
ware business in a hurry. It takes a youth four years 
to learn the trade of machinist. It takes a drug clerk 
several years to graduate as a pharmacist. It takes a 
hardware employe about eight years to acquire a gen- 
eral run of stock. There are 4,700 different classifica- 
tions in the hardware business—I mean in the average 
jobbing house. A few of the larger houses have a 
more diversified classification. These classifications 
are sub-divided and the amount of information about 
each classification and sub-division is simply unthink- 
able to the outsider.”’

I LrearN from an Ohio paper that on April 7 three 
lighters containing a big cargo of lumber and hard- 
ware for the new clubhouse at Old Penn Island, Ohio, 
capsized in Lake Erie and the whole outfit was lost.

If this capsized cargo had been sheet metal instead 
of hardware our energetic friend, S. Y. Buckman, 
manager of the St. Louis branch of the Berger Mfg. 
Co., would have already been exploring the bottom of 
Lake Erie in his trusty diving suit that gave him such 
good service some years ago when he recovered all 
kinds of sheet iron, planished iron and other valuable 
sheet metal goods from the hold of a foundered 
Steamer in the murky waters of the Ohio river. [ 
fear, however, that kegs of nails and spring hinges 
<annot tempt Mr. Buckman to brave submarine perils, 
although a few bundles of Wood’s planished might. 
‘Then, too, while Mr. Buckman was comparatively safe 
in the depths of the Ohio river, there would be danger 
of the conventional sea serpent if he attempted to 
duplicate his salvage operations in the vicinity of so 
moted a summer resort as Old Penn Island.

“Mr. Joseph Wilkes Brooks announces the marriage 
of his daughter Martha to Mr. Gunner Bert Gunderson 
on Wednesday, April the ninth, nineteen hundred and 
two, Waco, Texas.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Gunderson will make their home in 
Detroit and the groom’s many friends in the trade will 
wish him all sorts of joy, rice showers and happiness.

HrRkE are two commonplace incidents that came to 
my notice the past week: 

Incident No. 1.—A salesman for an Eastern house 
sold a Chicago hardware dealer some “warranted” 
rubber hose. The hose turned out to be n. g., and the 
Eastern house refused to take it back. 

Incident No. 2.—The salesman for an Eastern cut- 
lery firm sold a Chicago hardware dealer a bill of 
goods and then crossed the street and sold a grocery 
house. 

These are sample instances of trade injustice. The 
rubber hose firm is not the first concern that ever went 
back on its guaranty, and this cutlery salesman is not 
the pioneer traveler in his line to sell a grocery house. 

Now it happened that these two dealers were mem- 
bers of an organization composed of some 150 hard- 
ware men, none of whom cut a tremendous swath in 
the commercial world when taken individually. These 
two dealers who had been imposed upon aired their 
grievances before the association and the secretary of 
that body took it up and, while the two dealers in 
question may and may not get satisfaction for the in- 
justice, although the chances are that they will, the 
perpetrators of these injustices are certainly very sorry 
about the matter and have some very earnest thinks 
coming. Now no manufacturer of rubber hose that 
ever lived likes to have a rotten sample of his goods 
critically examined by 150 dealers, nor does he like to 
get a reputation of being a “welcher” as regards guar- 
antees. It hurts his business. A traveling salesman 
may do a good day’s business when he sells a fat or- 
der to a hardware dealer and fat order No. 2 to the 
grocer across the street, but when his double dealing 
is taken up by 150 hardware dealers and he gets turned 
down steadily without a chance to sell goods for the 
next two weeks, he is doing a bad fortnight’s business. 

The moral to this little matter is that every hard- 
ware dealer should belong to his local, state and also 


to the national association. 


I notice that some of the grocery journals are dis- 
cussing the question as to whether a grocer who is 
married does better than one in a state of single 
blessedness. There is one Iowa hardware dealer who 
certainly owes much of his present prosperity to his 
better half, as his wife takes charge of the bill posting 
for the firm, and the placards announcing hardware 
bargains, with which she industriously plasters the 
sides of barns, fences, etc., in the vicinity of the vil- 
lage, is said to have resulted quite profitably. 
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On April 13th a fire in Kokomo, Ind., damaged the 
Globe Steel Range Works of that city to the extent 
of $20,000. 

Herman Dowd, W. J. Roberts and T. D. Jordan are 
the incorporators of the Tidewater Stove Co., New 
York City, capitalized at $500,000. 

The Great Western Stove Co., Leavenworth, Kan., 
are erecting a pressed brick warehouse at Omaha, Neb. 
This building will be six stories in height. 

The George W. Cope Stove Pattern Works, 36 Brush 
street, Detroit, Mich., are erecting an addition to their 
factory, 31x50 feet in size. It will cost $25,000. 

The Kimberly Range & Heater Co., Augusta, Me., 
have been incorporated with a capital stock of $100,- 
ooo for the manufacture of stoves, ranges, and fur- 
naces. 

L. W. Dailey & Sons, Stillwater, Minn., are enlarg- 
ing their factory by a 24x36 foot addition. This new 
building will be used for nickel plating, polishing and 
general stove manufacturing. 

Frank Olander, Charles Olander, A. W. Banks are 
the incorporators of the Rockford Heating & Fuel 
Saving Co., Rockford, IIl., capitalized at $2,500, to 
manufacture heating and illuminating devices. 


C. V. Childs, Geo. T. Miller and H. W. Smith are 
the incorporators of the American Self-Heating Radia- 
tor Co., East Orange, N. Y., incorporated with a capi- 
tal stock of $125,000 for the manufacture of radiators. 


Joseph T. Ryerson & Son, Chicago, are devising 
ways and means for the establishment of scholarships 
to the amount of $1,500 a year dealing with steam engi- 
neering and the fabrication and erection of sheet metal 
in all forms. 

The Cedar Rapids Stove Co., Cedar Rapids, la., 
have filed an amendment to their articles of incorpora- 
tion, providing that directors shall hold office until 
their successors are appointed, and in case of a vacancy 
occurring the remaining members shall fill the vacancy. 


The $10,000 damage suit of Elmer Small of St. 
Clairsville, Ohio, against the Bellaire Stove Co., Bel- 
laire, Ohio, has been settled out of court. It was the 
allegation of the plaintiff that stove polish sold him 
by the defendant had exploded and caused the death 
of his child. 

The Quincy Pattern Works, Quincy, Ill., are manu- 
facturers of a complete line of artistic stove patterns. 
They have recently increased their working facilities 
and can take good care of large orders. They have 
been very successful in designing and constructing 
stove patterns of all kinds. 


On April 13 there was a disastrous fire in the works 
of the Globe Steel Range Co. at Kokomo, Ind. This 
fire started in the pattern room shortly after 7 o’clock 
Sunday morning and was communicated to the en- 
gine and mounting rooms. The damage amount- 
ed to $20,000 and is fully covered by insurance. 
This enterprising firm commenced rebuilding April 
14, and expect to have their plant in good running 
condition by May 1st. Their ware-room, which was 


full of manufactured goods, was untouched, and they 
are still in a position to give all orders their prompt 
attention. 

The Born Steel Range Co., Cleveland, Ohio, send 
us a comical circular on the subject of spring house- 
cleaning. This shows a woman armed with a feather 
duster holding in one hand a house literally turned up- 
side down, while her husband is eating a frugal meal 
on the summit of a stepladder in the back yara. 

The Century Stove and Mfg. Co. are a new Johns- 
town (Pa.) concern capitalized at $100,000. They 
will be ready for business in about a month. The direc- 
tors are John H. Waters, Samuel B. Waters of the 
Fowler Radiator Co., Roland S. Wilson and Robert 
Monroe of the Reineke-Wilson Co., Pittsburg, and C. 
E. Warren, formerly manager for the Dangler Stove 
and Mfg. Co., Cleveland. 


W. A. Wilson of Waterloo, Iowa, who for a large 
number of years has represented the firm of Bergstrom 
Bros. & Co., Neenah, Wis., has evidently been reading 
pastorals on the joy of bucolic life recently, as he has 
resigned his position and started farming. We under- 
stand that he has already planted a large flax crop. 
He is succeeded in his old position by W. W. Wilson, 
who for the past twelve years has acted as a commer-

FACTS ABOUT THE MERGER. 





There has been all kinds of conjecture afloat con- 
cerning the hardware merger and consequently the fol- 
lowing interview concerning this consolidation from 
Wm. W. Supplee of the Supplee Hardware Co., Phila- 
delphia, whose knowledge of the hardware business 
and prominence in the councils of the new company 
which appeared in the Philadelphia Telegraph recent- 
ly will prove of interest. Mr. Supplee says: 

“T assume that the consolidation is now certain, af- 
ter several months of negotiation. I gave no assurance 
that I would participate until it was made known who 
were to be the heads of the new concern, and what 
were to be the lines of its policy. I was satisfied as to 
both these questions, and now give my cordial support 
to the organization. Each house will conduct its own 
business as heretofore, retaining its own salesmen 
and house employes, but all collectively will be inter- 
ested in the general results or profits made by the vari- 
ous concerns which are to be included in the joint or- 
ganization. The capitalization will be the actual cash 
value of the stock of merchandise of each house in- 
cluded in the association. The working capital re- 
quired by each concern will be under the same condi- 
tions as the merchandise, and nothing but these two 
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items—merchandise and cost of running—will be in- 
cluded in the preferred stock. The good will of the 
various houses has been valued by the actual profits 
shown during the past five years, and no discrimination 
has been shown against any house in arriving at a fair 
estimate. The value of the good will is to be payable 
in common stock. All preferred or common stock not 
distributed for the purposes mentioned will be held in 
the treasury. 

“The chief advantage of the proposed consolidation 
will be the vastly increased purchasing powers of the 
combined houses in advance of the seasons at which 
the goods may be required. During the past four years 
manufacturers have carried very small stocks, turning 
out their goods merely on specifications of wants furn- 
ished by their customers. Consequently goods for 
which an increased demand arose could not be obtained 
just when they were wanted. For two years past 
manufacturers have been from two to six months be- 
hind time in deliveries. The proposed organization 
will be the greatest mercantile concern in the world 
from the distributing standpoint. I believe it will 
prove a great advantage to the retail hardware trade 
of the country. Its policy will aim at the highest 
standards of business methods, and it will be operated 
on the lines pursued by the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation, of which I was president for four years.”

We have received 150 replies to our first issue. Most 
of the leading houses express a desire to co-operate 
with their neighbors and have a fair understanding 
with each other. Many firms have neglected to answer, 
perhaps thinking that, as they are small firms their 
assent or dissent will not cut much of a figure, but we 
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want all. We need your support, and your advice 
No man can pass a day without learning something 
that will be a benefit to himself or his neighbor. We 
have received letters from gentlemen who claim they 
are too old to join the association. These are the men 
we want with us, for their experience and advice. They 
are the fathers of the association, and we look to them 
for encouragement and guidance. They should stand 
at the helm and steer the ship, avoiding the rocks and 
shoals that the young are apt to encounter. Then the 
young merchant is needed, with new ideas, full of 
life, strength and hope—they would be the workers, 
the backbone of co-operation. In fact, we need every 
merchant dealer, both great and small. Give us a 
helping hand and we will show the world what can be 
accomplished by unity.

MONARCH AIR BLAST FURNACES. 








The Forest City Foundry & Mfg. Co., Cleveland, 
O., send us a handsome catalogue describing the Mon- 
arch Air Blast furnaces. The furnaces are made en- 
tirely of cast iron. The ash pit is deep and roomy, 
allowing for a large accumulation of ashes. It is so 
shaped that it can be readily removed. The grate 
is of triangular form and very heavy. Should occa- 
sion require any one of the bars can be removed with- 
out Cisturbing the others and without the removal of 
a belt. The dust flue forms a connection between the 
ash pit and the combustion chamber and allows the 
light dust and ashes which are freed by the movement 
of the grate to rise into the furnace above the fire pot. 

The fire pot is of heavy weight and nearly straight. 
It is made in two equal sections. As the lower part of 
the pot is more or less filled with ashes and the upper 
part with his fuel, the upper part expands to a greater 
extent than the lower one, and by making the pot in 
two sections, with the joint in the center, the effect of 
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the unequal expansion and contraction on a solid pot, 
which is to crack it, is overcome, it is claimed. 

Upon the upper section of the fire pot rests the low- 
er part of the feed section. The feed door opening is 
large, sufficiently so for the admission of a large scoop 
shovel or chunk of wood if desired. The feed section 
and top radiator are so carefully modeled that the air 
to be warmed circulates easily and naturally over every 
part—a large part of the air passing almost directly 
over the center of the fire pot—the hottest portion of 
the furnace—where it is surrounded by heated surfaces 
—the remainder passing between the casing and outer 
surfaces of the return flue. The form of castings is 
such that the air while becoming warmed is given such 
an impetus that it is forced through the conductor 
pipes to the rooms to be warmed—even under adverse 
circumstances. The radiator is so made as to compel 
the products of combustion to travel around both sides 
of the top before entering the smoke exit, retaining 
the products of combustion within the casing walls 
for a sufficient length of time to extract the available 
heat from them. 

The surfaces are all nearly self-cleaning. Such 
cleaning as may be necessary can be attended to read- 
ily through the smoke and clean-out collars and feed 
opening. The casings are double, with one-inch space 
between the two, allowing for a circulation of air 
between the inner and outer sections and reducing the 
radiation of heat into the basement to the minimum. 
A nickel plated regulator is furnished by means of 
which the dampers of the furnace can be regulated 
from one of the living rooms. The height is such that 
the furnace can be placed to great advantage in low 
basements, still leaving ample room for proper eleva- 
tion of the warm air pipes.

RICHMOND SOFT COAL FURNACE.

The Richmond Stove Co., Norwich, Conn., are man- 
ufacturers of the Richmond all cast iron furnace for 
burning soft coal, shown in the accompanying cut. 

The ash pit is so constructed as to assist in preserv- 





ing the grates; being large and deep, there is plenty 
of room for an accumulation of ashes without shut- 
ting off the supply of cold air; and the ash-pit door 
being of ample proportions facilitates the removal. of

the ashes, and also giving freedom of access to the 
grates for repairs. 

A dust flue connects the ash pit with the feed sec- 
tion, thus carrying off the dust, making it clean to 
operate. 

The fire pot is made in two pieces, thus preventing 
cracking, as proper allowance is made for expansion. 
They are joined together by a deep recessed joint filled 
with asbestos cement, which makes them gas tight. 
The castings are heavy and will last for years. 

The radiator is made in two pieces of heavy cast 
iron having deep corrugations, which largely increases 
the radiating surface, and the air in passing up be- 
tween the corrugations is broken up and becomes 
heated more rapidly than if passing upward in a solid 


body. 


The upper and lower portions of the radiator 
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are joined together by means of deep recessed joints, 
Within the radiator 
are deflecting plates, which cause the gases to travel 
completely around it, allowing the full value of the 
units obtainable to be used in heating the air. 

These furnaces are all supplied with the Richmond 
regulator in connection with a cast iron cold air check 
damper.

MASTER STEAM FITTERS WILL MEET. 





The Executive Committee of the Master Steam and 
Hot Water Fitters’ Association have sent out the 
following call for the forthcoming convention of that 
association : 

“The Fourteenth Annual Convention of the National 
Association of Master Steam and Hot Water Fitters 
will be held in Atlantic City, N. J., on June 12th, 13th 
and 14th, with headquarters at Hotel Rudolf. 

“For the benefit of those who are not familiar with 
the present workings of the association, we will state 
that about eight years ago the men who wisely directed 
the affairs of the National Association saw that the 
best way to secure the objects sought for was to at 
once declare to the trade that “Trade Protection” 
meant what the words implied, to wit, the protecting of 
the contracting master fitter. 

“This was done by promulgating “Trade Resolu- 
tions,” adopted by the National Executive Committee, 
September 24th, 1894, and endorsed by the Seventh 
Annual Convention, held at Philadelphia, June 15th, 
1895. 

“Some difference of opinion as to the feasibility as 
well as the practicability of the resolutions as origi- 
nally proposed and amended from time to time, caused 


the members to make a change in the wording and pur- 


port at the Eleventh Annual Convention held in Buf- 
falo, June 7th, 8th and gth, 1899. 

“Manufacturers and dealers have been very liberally 
treated under the workings of the present resolutions, 
and they certainly cannot complain of any unjust or 
unreasonable requests emanating from this associa- 
tion. 

“There are without doubt numerous master fitters in 
this country who ought to consider their own welfare 
to the extent of becoming a member of their trade 
association and thereby exhibit a spirit of fraternity 
which would directly and indirectly, sooner or later, 
be of material benefit to themselves and the trade at 
large. 

“An invitation to join this association has heretofore 
been extended to the trade at large, and is repeated at 
this time. It must be borne in mind, however, that 
only such as can demonstrate that they are regularly 
established in business and hot water fitters are eligible 
to membership in the National Association. 

“Bear in mind that the Fourteenth Annual Conven- 
tion is not a convention for delegates only.”

PRODUCTION OF OPEN-HEARTH STEEL IN THE 
UNITED STATES, 1901. 





According to the “Bulletin” of the American Iron 
and Steel Association the total production of open- 
hearth steel in the United States in 1901, including 
direct steel castings, was 4,656,309 gross tons, against 
3,398,135 tons in 1900, an increase of 1,258,174 tons, 
or over 37 per cent. The production of open-hearth 
steel has more than doubled in the last four years, 
having increased from 2,230,292 tons in 1898 to the 
figures above given for 1901. The following table 
gives the production (in gross tons) of open-hearth 
steel ingots and castings, by states, since 1898:

TO MEASURE MATTER IN BODIES. 








The quantity of matter existing in any body is 
always reckoned as proportional to the inertia or 
weight of the body. In bodies of the same kind the 
quantities of matter are determinable by their respec- 
tive volumes, but in bodies of different kinds the quan- 
tities of matter are only determinable by their volumes 
and densities conjointly, or by the inertia or weight. 
Thus we know that a cubic inch of gold has just one- 


tenth of the matter in it that ten cubic inches of gold 
have; but a cubic inch of gold is said to have one-fifth 
of the matter in it that tne cubic inches of copper have, 
since ten cubic inches of copper have only the same 
weight of inertia as five cubic inches of gold. This 
doctrine, however, of the quantity of matter in bodies 
being as their weight, though commonly accepted, is 
by no means demonstrable, and is perhaps untrue, for 
the weight of atoms of matter may vary from differ- 
ences in their attractive force, as well as from differ- 
ences in their size and density ; or the total weight of a 
dense body may be made up of a small number of parti- 
cles, each with a large attraction, as well as of a large 
number of particles, each with a small attraction. —

SUMMARY OF HARDWARE CHANGES. 





It would seem that “demand’’ has much the best of 
its constant argument with “supply” in the hardware 
market to-day, as all kinds of hardware are scarcer 
than hens’ teeth. Although the season for steel goods 
is very nearly over, the demand has kept up so strongly 
that these goods are very hard to obtain. One reason 
for the heavy sales of this line is doubtlessly due to 
the reduction of prices. 

Jobbers have been generally notified of an advance 
of 20 per cent straight through a line of builders’ 
hardware. 

Screen wire cloth mesh, painted, is $1.10 per hun- 
dred square feet. 

Window glass, first three brackets, single and 
double strength, 90 per cent discount. First three 
brackets, single and double strength, 89 per cent dis- 
count. This is a virtual advance of Io per cent. 

It is announced that axe manufacturers will ad- 
vance prices 25 cents per dozen on May I. 

It is said that wire nails are hard to secure, as the 
mills are all oversold. 

Rope shows increasing firmness. 

Manufacturers report paint in good demand. 

It looks as though a change would be made in the 
method of quoting galvanized iron. One large manu- 
facturer has abandoned the discount system and is 
quoting net prices on this material. Other makers 
will no doubt follow suit. 

Mills are advancing heavy hardware prices for 
prompt shipment, and this naturally attracts a heavy 
tonnage to store trade, with the result, of course, that 
stocks are becoming broken.
